The St. Louis Society of Pedagogy met 


recently in the • Directors' room of the 
Polytechnic Building, the meeting being 
.the largest ever assembled. Mr. Omlle 
^Bright, of Chicago, was introduced, and 
delivered an entertaining address upon 
the subject of language lessons. He 
said: "How to teach English to English- 
speaking children is a question which 
until within a few years has little dis- 
turbed the comfortable jog-trot of the 
average pedagogue. 
For the acquire- 


ment of this means of communication 
the little children have been left to the 
resources of the -homes, the play-ground 
and the .street. How well those resources 
hare been improved is demonstrated/ev- 
ery time they open their mouths. But 
there has been a strange stir in the phil- 
ological world of late—at least in the 
common school corner of it. Tho mother 
tongue is asserting its right to attention, 
and that with the youngest pupils in our 
schools. Somehow the idea seems to bo 
gaining ground that it may be more 
practicable to form good habits of speech 
while; children are young than to break 
up the rock-rooted habits of maturer 
years, which wo all know only too well. 
Teachers here and there are waking up 
to the fact that with the average pupil— 
yes, better than the average—the study 
of English grammar has not produced, 
and from tne very nature of tho cose 
cannot produce ;correct use .of the En- 
glish language, r. -. - . . - -' 
" In the -greatimajority of-the public 


schools what-has been and -what is the - 
process which we call studying English 
grammar? 


"After children are well settled in the 


incorrect uses of the language atthaage 
of twelve or thirteen they begin By 
learning meaningless combinations of 
words called definitions—meaningless to 
children. This.is almost invariably the 
initiation. Then follows parsing, with 
endlessrepetition. Their analysis, whose 
only aim is to tell the kind of sentence 
and in what grammatical way the ele- 
ments are joined together according to 
the pet forms and designations of the 
author who is being followed. There is 
mother mechanical performance called 
diagraming—most remarkable 
in its 


consummation of time. 
Any study of 


the beautiful thought or sentiment of. 
the author whose composition is being 
served up, or how this or that element 
serves to modify by enlivening, strength- 
ening or beautifying the thought is not 
attempted in one school in a dozen. The; 
-few pupils who complete the high school 
course can! as a rule.'use fairly good En- 
glish, but no better th;m should be al-: 
lowed in the grammar school." 


The speaker went on to show what 


utter -rigmarole, was-the stuff in the ayer-j 
.age:grammar used ia tho public schools^ 
He claimed that the system of diagraming 
the sentences .was useless and the very 
fullness'of the "analyses" of sentences 
makes the analysis more absurd. The; 
analysis of words and sentences are dif-| 
ferent according to tho view of the' 
various authors, and the discussion of any 
one of a dozen sentences would involve 
the teachers present in as much variance 
as would the discussion of a theological' 
point.; The system of parsing, analysis' 
and-definitions :was.'in the opinion of the; 
speaker,.* preposterous burlesque, and: 
it was nonsense to forco boys and girls to 
learn it. It is a waste of time, not onlyi 
to tho teacher, but also to the pupil.: 
Definitions are as n general thing mere; 
combinations of words, and serve in the. 
majority qi instances only to befog the: 
mind of the pupil: Children have ideas; 
when they come to school, and have aj 
method of expressing those ideas. The!

Care o! Horses iu Winter. 


I always regard tlm winter care of 


horses as much mora important than at 
any other season ot' the year and rnoro 
important than U required by other farm 
stock. In spring, summer and fall, 
when horie.; are worked, every day., they 
are fed regularly, liberally watered and 
cleaned at regular intervals, and the 
labor in the open air tends to keep them 
healthy .a'nd vigorous. When team-work 
is not needed, as in winter, we are apt 
to become somewhat negligent. The 
horses-go some days'without grain, or 
without being cleaned, and perhaps a 
week with no moro exercise Hiaa "may 
be obtained while being led to water. 
Their mangers are tilled, perhaps, with 
hiiy enough to do them a greater portion, 
of-the day; tiioy breathe upon their food 
from the timo it is fir.-it given to them 
until it is consumed. This will render 
hay unlit for food. To aggravate tho 
evil, very .few stables arc properly venti- 
lated. i'ho :uir is breathed orer and 
•ovci1 again, aiul becomes noxious in a 
short time. Tho foul air is also injuri- 
ous to hay. A farmer may be very gen- 
erous in feeding his horses, but'if he 
keeps them iu a badly ventilated stable 
and denies thorn all exevcise in the open 
air, he is guilty of negligence for which 
at some time .his pocket will sillier. It 
does not take very long for hoises under 
sudi treatment to become debilitated. 


At tho same time, a cold stable is to 


be shunned as much- as a badly ven- 
tilated one. A horse stable should be 
constructed that it.can be kept at a com- 
paratively even .temperature, with good 
ventilation at the same time. 
Horses 


should, not be kept in a dark stable, or 
where they .constantly face the light. 
The 
better, way 
is to have the 


.light- admitted to 
the 
stable 
be- 


hind the horses. 
Horses should be 


fed only a small quantity of hay at 
•a time. -A ration of carrots or potatoes 
•is-an-'agreeable change from grain. 
They should be watered at least three 
times a day. 
Where horses are not 


frequently driven or worked occasion- 
ally, they should have ' a yard where 
they may exercise. 
The stable should 


be kept always neat; the stalls well lit- 
tered, and the droppings removed at 
least twice a day. The horses should bo 
cleaned twice a day; if there does not 
seem to be time enough to do it very 
elaborately, it should be done as well as 
p«6Sible. I have found a coarse broom- 
corn brush better than anything else for 
removing dirt from the skin without an- 
noying the animal. 
Horses are too 


valuable not to receive the best care rmd 
attention possible. — Cor. 
Country Gen-

Charter Amendments. 
: 


Colonel W. B. BrittoD, member of as- 


sembly from this city, has introduced 
two bills in the assembly, amending the 
charter ot this city. These amendments 
have been prepared by City Attorney 
flyzer, both of which are merely forma). 
The first is to more easily compel non-res- 
ident property owners to build sidewalks- 
Tiie second to allow certain actions for 
violntions ot city ordinances to_be com- 
menced by summons instead o£ warrants, 
aud reads ag follows; 


"SECTION 1—Chapter 5 of chapter 221 


•of the laws 1882, is hereby amended by 
adding, after section 13 in said chapter to 
tue following:—"Section 
11, Actions 


brought against corporations for penal- 
ties for violation of ordinances, by-laws, 
police aud health regulators n£ aaid city 
passed in pursuance of the charter of 
said city, may be commenced by sum- 
mons and the trial ot such actions when 
so brought and all subsequent proceed- 
ings shall be conducted and had in the 
rnuuuer now provided by law for tue 
trial of civil actions cognizable by a 
justice of the peace." 


Tho amendment relating to sidewalk's 


amends the fourth sub-division of section 
23 of chapter'7 of chapter 221 of the laws 
ot 18S2, so that said fourth' sub-division 
will read as follows: 


'"Fourth. Iu case ths work shall be the 


construction, ^repairing, relaying or ro- 
plaukiug any sidewalk, each lot or parcel 
o£ 
land Iron Ling theareon shall 
be 


assessed with its just proportion ot tlie 
expenses of such work. The work spec- 
ilieil 111 this subdivision may be ordered 
by thu common council, on tho written ap- 
plication of tho street commissioner or of 
either of the aldormau of the ward in 
which the proposed work issituatud.nt auy 
regular meetiug of said council, atter til- 
ing with the city clerk a specification of 
tho work proposed, i After said work 
shall'have beeu ordered by said common 
eouiifil tha aldermen of the ward or the 
street commissioner shall give notice to 
tlJ6 owuer or owners or agent of the sev- 
eral lols or parcels of laud fronting there- 
ou, requiring such owner or owners to 
perform the work proposed iu front 
of Ilia or their respective lots or parcels 
of laud, according to said specifications, 
within twenty days from the services ot 
.such notices, auri in default thereof, that 
said work will be dono by contract with- 
out publication; aud m case said owners 
shall neglect to do said work within said 
twenty days, said alderman shall proceed 
to have such work done by contract, and 
the expense of such work shall be collect- 
ed m tlie manner provided in tins chapr 
ter for the collection of special assess- 
ments.1'
